There’s Money for Rent Again 


People who go arou nd looking for mortgage 
money u su ally have a reasonably fair idea ju st 
how good times are. If the money's easy to get, 
they know things aren’t so bad; if capital can’t 
be readily pried loose, conditions aren’t so good. 
So the recent report of the National Associa­ 
tion of Real Estate Boards, to the effect that 
capital is again looking for takers, offers a 
hopefu l footnote on the signs of the times. In 
81 per cent of 261 representative cities, the re­ 
port said, capital was 
readily 
available 
for 
mortgage loans. In 11 per cent of the cities, the 
su pply was keeping u p with the demand, and 
in only 8 per cent was there a shortage of 
money. 
Of fu rther cheer to the prospective home 
owner shou ld be the fact that mortgage interest 
rates have dropped off generally from 6 per 
cent to 5 per cent. In some places money can 
be had for 4 ^ per cent. 
The decline o f 1 per cent in the standard 
rate may seem like a dribble, bu t calcu lated 
over a long term it is nothing to sneer at. On 
a $ 12,000 home, financed on a 20-year plan, the 
difference between 6 and 5 per 
cent 
wou ld 
am ou nt to $ 2400 after 20 years. 
In only 3 per cent of the cities su rveyed is 
there a cu rrent tendency for the interest rate 
to rise. In 41 per cent of the commu nities, on 
the other hand, the tendency is toward even 
fu rther redu ctions, and in 33 per cent, it is 
steady. 
The fact that mo rtg ag e mo ney is plentifu l, 
despite the fact that interest rates have drop­ 
ped, 
wou ld be encou raging du ring any era. 
That it shou ld come at a time when w ar has 
stru ck the world is regarded by real estate men 
as an extrem ely favorable sign. It is an indi­ 
cation that war influ ence has not yet gripped 
the nation and that mortgage money is showing 
no tendency to become scarce, as might be ex­ 
pected in a period of u nstable economic and 
political conditions. 
Connected with the government programs for 
expanding and improving hou sing and with the 
cu rrent campaign to trim bu ilding costs, the re­ 
du ced mortgage rates and the abu ndant su pply 
of capital offer genu ine incentive to the man 
who is thinking of bu ilding. Most home bu ild­ 
ers are dependent on the u se of someone else’s 
money to get their project u nder way. If su ch 
money can be easily obtained, the confidence 
of capital in the bu ilding program 
is 
pretty 
well established. 


Nothing more wholesome cou ld happen to the 
American people in the spring and su mmer to 
come than a su bstantial increase in bu ilding ac­ 
tivity.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Rou nd

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WASHINGTON—When Secretary Hu ll issu ed 
his first statem.ent that he had been working 
toward peace throu gh neu tral nations, it cau sed 
lifted eyebrows among 
neu tral 
diplomats in 
Washington. 


Gathering at a cocktail party that afternoon, 
a Swiss diplomat asked a Du tch diplomat: 
“ Were you the neu tral nation Secretary Hu ll 
conferred with?” 
“No. Were you ?” 


And this qu estion, asked among the Belgians, 
Norwegians, Swedes, and other neu trals fin­ 
ally revealed that no neu tral representativ’e at 
gathering had been approached by Secretary 
Hu ll. 


Simu ltaneou sly word leaked from some of 
Mr. Hu ll s boys that he had not been consu lt­ 
ed regarding the Eu ropean peace pilgri.mage of 
his Under Secretary, Su mner Welles, and that 
he was most irate abou t it. This story, widely 
pu blished, gave su ch an impression that Welles 
| 
was f king a mere pleasu re trip, that Mr. Hu ll 
finally issu ed another statement last Wednes­ 
day covering the Welles situ ation. 
Real fact is that there was some tru th in all 
of the above, bu t not the whole tru th. And the 
parts u npu blished are the most significant. 
Real Story 


It was tru e that Hu ll was taken aback by 
word that his Under Secretary was going to 
Eu rope to discu ss peace, althou gh this idea 
had been discu ssed in a very general way some 
time before. 
Anyway, when Roosevelt annou nced at his 
press conference on Febru aiT 9 that he had de­ 
cided to send Welles to Eu rope, Hu ll hu rriedly 
threw together a statement which in effect 
made it clear that, as the boss of the State De­ 
partment,, he was not being left ou t in the cold. 
The statement, issu ed 
the ^ same 
day as the 
President’s VV^elles annou ncement, was whipped 
into shape in abou t fifteen minu tes. It em pha­ 
sized the American policy of discu ssing peace 
throu gh the neu trals. 
All this ended to befog the basic issu e of 
peace, bu t on that basic issu e, Mr. Hu ll was 
qu ite correct. Some extremely important con­ 
versations had taken place with the neu trals. 
Only the neu tral diplomats didn’t know abou t 
them, and also they were not held throu gh the 
mediu m of the United States. 
They were held throu gh the Pope, acting in 
closest cooperation with Washington. And this 
is the fou ndation for the Welles trip. 
For some weeks, Lu igi Maglione, Papal sec­ 
retary of state, has been in tou ch with the 
neu tral nations. And more recently he has also 
been in tou ch with the belligerents. 
These conversations have revealed a not u n­ 
promising basis for peace. Ju st exactly how 
promising it is, will be partly for Welles to de­ 
cide when he gets to Rome. So far there have 
been some indications that a statement might 
come from the 'Vatican, even going so far as to 
call a peace conference. 
This, however, will be decided after Welles 
gets to Rome. The main goal of both the Presi­ 
dent and the Pope is to get the belligerents 
talking before the spring drive starts and war 
passions deepen. 
A. F. o f L. Fig ht 
The story behind the near fist fight between 
Dan Tobin, head of the teamsters’ u nion, and 
Big Bill Hu tcheson, boss of the carpenters, at 
the Miami meeting of the AFL execu tive com­ 
mittee is that both boys had been in training 
for it since the last AFL convention at Cincin­ 
nati. 
At that time Hu tcheson, bitter anti-New Deal 
Repu blican, was pu t into a vacancy on the ex­ 
ecu tive committee created by the forced retire­ 
ment of First Vice-President Frank Du ffy, and 
instead of going to the bottom of the list as 
15th vice president, the u su al procedu re, Big 
Bill’s pals swu ng a deal giving him Du ffy’s No. 
1 spot as “First Vice President.’’ 
As su ch he ranks next to AFL President Bill 
Green and nine notches 
above 
Dan 
Tobin, 
stau nchest New Deal su pporter on the execu tive 
board. To be su perseded in 
this 
highhanded 
manner, especially by 
the 
Repu blican con­ 
servative Hu tcheson, so enraged Tobin that he 
threatened to resign in protest. He even con­ 
sidered taking his 350,000 teamsters—one of the 
strongest u nions—ou t of the AFL. 
With this as a backdrop it is easy to u nder­ 
stand why at Miami Green’s introdu ction of 
Big Bill Hu tcheson as “First Vice President” 
was like waving a red flag in Tobin’s face. He 
leaped to his feet protesting that Hu tcheson had 
no right to the title and u rged that it be voted 
on. 
“You ’re playing Dmocratic politics,” shou ted 
Hu tcheson. 
“I’m 
not playing politics!” retorted Tobin. 
“This is the first time anybody ever got you r 
seat withou t working 
his 
way 
u p 
to it. I 
wou ldn't be so prou d of that if I were you .” 
“Well, I’m here w hether you like it or not,” 
barked Hu tcheson. 
“Well, I dont like it,” stormed Tobin. Su d­ 
denly both men ru shed at each other. Tobin re­ 
moved his glasses.
